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Below the Cream Line * 


By P. J. 


OU know the story of the boy who asked his mother 
Vi she knew Johnny’s neck, and when she replied that 

she did, he informed her that Johnny was in the canal 
“up to it.” 

Well, right now, I feel very much in Johnny’s predic- 
ament, for the subject, “Below the Cream Line,” is so broad 
and so deep that I am right up to my neck in it. To do 
it justice would require more time than is alloted to me, 
so I will have to skim it over and perhaps, as in the case 
of skimming the milk, leave most of the good behind. 


As the cream rises to the top of the milk and exposes 
to our view and to our test tubes its rich treasure in but- 
ter fat, just as does the question of cream rise upward in 
the mind of the average person in his or her conception of 
the sum total value of milk. Little does he or she realize 
that nearly three-quarters of the body building, life-sus- 
taining elements are still locked up in that portion of the 
milk below the cream line, commonly known as skim milk. 


When the cream is separated, to be churned into but- 
ter or to be otherwise used, 72 per cent of the solids of 
the whole milk is left in the skim milk. The fat of the 
milk is gone, but the meat of the milk remains. All of the 
protein, for flesh and blood building; all of the lactose, for 
warmth and energy, and all of the minerals for bone and 
tooth building and to regulate body processes, remain be- 
low the cream line in the skim mlik. 


“Skim milk is ordinarly looked upon as of little value, 
but as a matter of fact, it is worth more than the cream 
from the standpoint of nutrition. The more extended use of 
skim milk in bread making, in cookery and as a sour-milk 
beverage, as is so common in eastern Europe would be an 
important step in the direction of securing better nutrition 
for the nation,” So says Dr. E. V. McCollum, one of 
America’s foremost nutritional authorities. 


Unfortunately skim milk is highly perishable and cannot 
be made generally available for human consumption in its 
fluid state. Indeed, few, if any, food products are more 
perishable than milk because its peculiar composition and 
high moisture content render it a suitable environment for 
bacterial development, causing it to deteriorate and rapidly 
spoil. However, by driving off part of the water and 
contrating the solids as in evaporated milk, or by adding 
a high percentage of cane sugar to the milk and condsen- 
sing by evaporation as in sweetened condsensed milk, or 
by complete dehydration, recovering the solids in a powder 


or flake form, the preservation of milk is accomplished 
and made available for use. 


The art of preserving food in times of abundant supply 
against periods of scarcity, or for convenience of transpor- 
tation, is not new. Mankind, in all climes, and from the 
earliest of times, has applied means of preserving and 
Storing his food supply that he might survive periods of 
famine and food shortage. The American Indian cured 
the meat of the deer and buffalo by smoking and sun-dry- 
ing it, as did the other people of other lands their fish. 
Fruits and other foods have been preserved by sun dry- 
ing for countless centuries. Marco Polo, in the year 1298, 
records that the Tartars boiled milk, skimmed off the

creamy part, and put the remainder out in the sun to dry. 
Each soldier starting out on a campaign was supplied 
with about ten pounds of this primitive dry skimmed milk. 
About half a pound was “put every morning in a leathern 
bottle with as much water as is thought necessary. By 
their motion in riding, the contents are violently shaken 
and a thin porridge is produced on which they make their 
dinner.” 

That’s the way milk was dried and preserved 630 years 
ago. Modern methods for complete dehydration of milk 
on a commercial scale have been evolved within the past 
twenty-five years, and these methods and processes have 
made possible at all times and places, at a minimum cost 
of transportation, an available supply of the valuable 
solids of milk. 

The particular purpose of drying processes is to con- 
serve for human and domestic animal use, the body-build- 
ing and energy-yielding milk solids that lie below the 
cream line in the skim milk, which otherwise would con- 
stitute a tremendous economic waste; to make these solids 
available to food manufacturers, of the bakery, the cracker 
factory, the ice-cream plant, the creamery, the candy fac- 
tory, the flour mill, the meat-packing plant, the bottling 
works, and to public and private institutions, and in fact 
for all purposes that will not interfere with fluid whole- 
milk usage; all summer up, to promote an increased con- 
sumption of milk products and make dairying more prof- 
itable to the producer. 


To keep within the confines of my subject, I will re- 
frain from a mention of the many preserved whole-milk 
products, but will endeavor to picture to you how in 1929 
nearly 5% billion pounds of fluid skim milk were utilized 
in concentrated milks; describing the various types of 
skim-milk products, their uses and the amount of fluid skim 
milked used in their production. 


SWEETENED CONDENSED SKIM MILK is the product re- 
sulting from the evaporation of the water from skim milk to 
which sugar (sucrose) has been added. It contains, all toler- 
ances being allowed for, not less than 24 per cent of milk 
solids. Its average composition is: 26 per cent milk solids, 42 
per cent cane sugar, and 32 per cent water. 

It is used to great advantage in the manufacture of baked 
products, in candies and chocolate coatings, and in the manu- 
facure of ice cream. In 1929 the production of sweetened skim 
milk amounted to 204,107,000 pounds, requiring in its manufac- 
ture approximately 25,000,000 pounds of fluid skim milk. 

EVAPORATED SKIM MILK is the product resulting from 
the evaporation of a considerable portion of water from skim 
milk and contains, all tolerances being allowed for, not less 
than 20 per cent of milk solids. Its uses are the same as those 
of the sweetened, but the absence of the preservative sucrese 
affects its keeping quality so that it must be used within a very 
limited period of time. In 1929 there was produced 152,724,000 
pounds, requiring the use of 430,000,000 pounds of fluid skim 
milk. 

CONDENSED OR SEMI-SOLID BUTTERMILK is defined as 
creamery buttermilk condensed at the ratio approximately 3 to 
3% pounds of undiluted fluid buttermilk to 1 part of semi- 
solid product. Its average composition is, protein 11 per cent, 
lactose 14 per cent, fat 3 per cent, minerals 2 per cent, lactic 
acid 1 per cent, and water 69 per cent. It is packed in 50-gal- 
lon barrels, holding about 475 pounds of the product, and is 
sold principally for hog and poultry feed. In 1929 there was 
produced 107,288,000 pounds, requiring the use of 380,000,000 
pounds of fluid buttermilk. 

DRIED BUTTERMILK is the product resulting from the 
condensing of creamery buttermilk to a state of relative dry- 
ness. Its moisture content ranges between 4 and 7% per cent. 
It is used principally as a farm stock feed, finding its way into 
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the market largely through feed manufacturers, who add it in 
varying proportions to ready-mixed baby-chick and laying-hen 
mashes and mixed hog feed. In 1929 there was produced 54,- 
173,000 pounds in which 640,000,000 pounds of fluid buttermilk 
was used. 

MANUFACTURED OR DRIED CASEIN is the product re- 
sulting from the precipitation of the curd of skim milk or but- 
termilk by coagulating agents such as lactic, hydrochloric or 
sulphuric acids or rennet, and washing, desiccating, drying 
und grinding the curd into a granular or powder form. The 
vield of skim-milk casein varies between 2.9 per cent and 3.5 
per cent, depending on the composition of the skim milk and 
the method of manufacture. 

Paper Coating. The largest use of casein is that of coating 
paper for use in fine reproductions in book work, lithographing, 
electrotyping, photographic paper, plates and films. 

Glue. It is practically indispensable in the woodworking in- 
dustries as a water and heat-resisting adhesive. It is used 
greatly in the aircraft industry for plywood engine bases, and 
in making propellors; in the automobile industry for the con- 
struction of auto bodies and artificial leather; and as a water- 
proof glue in the construction of furniture, pianos, doors, 
chests, millwork and woodwork in general. Jt is also used 
largely by cigarette manufacturers as un adhesive for ciga- 
rette papers. 

Plastics. Casein of a special grade is converted into an in- 

expensive substitute for ebony, bone, ivory, amber, coral 
other of pearl, tortoise shell and hard rubber. In this form 
t is used to make toilet sets, cutlery handles, cane and um- 
brella handles, pipe stems and cigarette holders, fountain pen 
barrels, lamp shades, buttons, electrical fixtures and gaming 
irticles, such as billiard balls, dominoes and poker chips. 

Other uses include: leather dressing and finishing, soap mak- 
ng, cork glazing, picture moldings, shoe polishes, thickener in 
textile printing, oilcloth and linoleum, composition cork, cement- 
ing liners in bottle caps, paint removers, reducing flammability 
f£ celluloid, spreader for insecticide sprays, clarifying wines, 
stenciling paint, preparation of colored mica, cold-water paints, 
irtist’s colors, cosemtics, drugs, medicine and food perpara- 
ins 

In 1929 our domestic markets absorbed 58,120,339 pounds of 
asein. Of this amount 30,537,000 pounds was produced in the 
United States, and 27,583,339 pounds imported chiefly from the 
Argentine. Prior to 1980 55 per cent of the casein consumed 
by domestic markets came from foreign counties, but in June 
of last year the tariff on casein was increased to 5% cents per 
pound. This high duty, together with improved methods of 
manufacture and a rapidly developing market, augurs well for 
the home producers of this type of skim-milk product. In 1929

No other branch of the dairy industry has developed or is 
present developing so rapidly as the dry-skim-milk industry 
ind this is measurably due to the market development work 
ind sales-promotion service conductor by the American Dry 
ilk Institute. 

1921, according to government statistics, there was pro- 
luced slightly over 384% million pounds, and last year the esti 
mated production reached the astonishing figure of 250 mil- 
lion pounds, an increase of approximately 550 per cent in ten 
ears This remarkable development is the result of an ever- 
rrowing appreciation of the extremely high nutritive qualities 
ft the product and its advantages in the production of human 
food products. 

In research projects in animal feeding throughout the vari- 
us experiment stations it is established as the most satisfac- 
tory feed supplement for calves, hogs, poultry, sheep and fur- 
bearing animals. The annual consumption for these pur- 
poses is steadily growing 

Bakery Use. Fifty per cent of the total production of dry 
sim milk is used by the baking industry. Bread, rolls, coffee 
cakes, Danish pastry, cakes and cookies, cream fillings and 
custards, pie doughs and even cake frostings are made with 
dry skim milk. 

Bakery educational institutes advocate the use of milk 
solids in all the products of the bake shop, and the bakers of 
the country are paying heed to that advice by gradually in- 
creasing the proportions of skim-milk solids in order to improve 
the physical characteristics of their products and provide the 
most nutritious articles of diet prepared for human use. 

(treat advances are being made toward the production of 
the ideal loaf of bread, a loaf produced from a dough in which 
the entire liquid is reconstituted skim milk instead of water. 
The time is not far distant when skim-milk solids in bread 
making will average 6 per cent of the flour used, and the 
baking industry will consume annually, with profit to itself, 
to the public, and to the dairyman, 500 million pounds of dry 
skim milk, or twice the present total production of the prod- 
uct 

Other Uses. In the creamery for ice cream, cultured butter- 
inilk, cottage and cheam cheese; in the cracker factory for 
biscuits, cookies, wafers and fillings; in the candy factory for 
certain types of sweets, creams and chocolate coatings; in the 
meat-packing business for sausages and meat loaf; in the flour 
mill for prepared flours such as pancake and waffle flours dough- 
nut flours, cake and cookie flours; in the bottling business for 
dairy, drinks, and in institutional cookery, the use of dry skim 
milk is growing space. 

Pellagra. A new and important outlet, one sponsored by the 
government, it for use in the prevention and cure of pellagra, 
a nutritional-deficiency disease, endemic in the southeastern 
— Many millions of pounds may be moved through this 
channel. 

Farm Uses. The greatest potential market of all, one in 
which the benefit of the use of dry skim milk are most tan- 
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gible and apparent, and in which they are less appreciated, is 
on the farm. 

Despite the findings of the research project on farm- 
animal feeding and the results obtained at the various 
experiment stations, which findings and results have been 
liberally broadcast, the farmer has maintained a some- 
what indifferent attitude. 

It has been shown by feeding prescribed proportions ot 
high-grade dry skim milk in the mashes and mixed feeds 
for farm stock, healthier, sturdier specimens are produced 
and the mortality rate is diminished. This is due to the 
fact that nature itself, in its mysterious workings, has de- 
signed and proportioned the elements of milk for the sole 
purpose of building and maintaining animal tissues and 
providing defense against the attack of these tissues by 
disease germs. Animals and poultry, fed on a ration con- 
taining adequate proportions of dry skim milk, grow to a 
healthy, vigorous maturity and are better producers, 
whether this be a matter of milk, beef, pork, dressed pou}- 
try, eggs or reproduction. 

The dairy farmer makes better profits with a herd of 
better producers; he can get more money for his butter 
fat in a whole milk than he can for the same butter fat 
in the form of sour cream. His skim milk can be con- 
verted into high-grade marketable products, and he himselt 
can help tremendously against the accumulation of surplus 
stocks and low prices of his own products by simply using 
his share of these products. By helping to consume more 
dairy products, the farmer is not only helping himself and 
his family to better health, but is helping himself to a 
greater margin of cash profit. It is usually the farmer 
that uses oleomargarine instead of butter that complains 
most bitterly gainst the low price he receives for his but- 
ter fat. 

If the dairy farmer were a poker player he would play 
the game differently. Would he, as he is now playing the 
dairying game, continually hold a pat hand against the 
play, or or would he discard the cards of lesser value and 
draw in order to help his hand? I’m sure he would have 
his eye on the stakes and draw to improve his holdings 
in order to win the pot. Well, he has the makings of a 
winning hand now if he will but play the game of dairying 
by exercising a little good judgment. 

There are about six million farms in the United States 
States; if each of these farms would be the equivalent of 
one barrel of dry skim milk annually for general farm use 

that is, for use in the kitchen for cooking purposes, and 
for feeding the farm stock—it would require twelve hun- 
dred million pounds of dry skim milk annually to supply 
that need; over five times the total production of 1929. 

In 1929 there was produced 207,579,000 pounds of drs 
skim milk, utilizing 2,306,000,000 pounds of fluid skim milk 
In the skim-milk products I have outlined there was a total 
utilization of 5,677,000,000 pounds of fluid skim milk in 
1929, and when the figures are compiled for 1930, a tre- 
mendous increase will be seen, for all products produced 
from below the cream line are showing a decided upward 
trend in use and poularity. 

With quality as the watchword, the future holds a 
promise of marvelous achievement in this productive field 
of dairy activity.

Annual Meeting

Friesian Association of Wisconsin held at Oshkosh 

on February 15-16 was a decided success if a large 
crowd and good spirit is the background by which we 
judge a meeting. The crowd was large, there being 
524 in attendance at the annual banquet. On both days 
there were about 300 in attendance at the business 
sessions. The most impressive thing about the entire 
meeting was the fine spirit that prevailed. With the 
breeders facing conditions never before confronted, this 
great group of Holstein breeders were out planning 
constructively for the future. 

Charles Symons, Edgar, Wisconsin, was. elected 
president of the Association to succeed Wallace Kinyon, 
who has served for the past two years. The Board of, 
Directors passed a resolution thanking Mr. Kinyon for 
the fine courageous leadership rendered the Associa- 
tion during his two terms as president. S. H. Bird, 
vice president, John Wuethrich, treasurer, and Milton 
H. Button, secretary, were re-elected to their respective 
offices. Charles Van der Schaaf, Sparta, A. C. Ooster- 
huis, Oconomowoc, and S. H. Bird, South Byron, were 
re-elected as directors. Fred Southcott was not a can- 
didate for re-election as a director and D. K. Allen, 
Oshkosh, was elected in his place. Mr. Allen is a tire- 
less worker as was evident by the successful Oshkosh 
Convention and we all feel that Mr. Allen’s services as 
director will be of great value to the Association. 

Prof. K. L. Hatch gave an address entitled, ‘“‘A 
Foundation for Dairy Recovery.’ According to Prof. 
Hatch these five steps are necessary for our recovery: 

1. The dairy farm must pay its own way. 

Prices must be stabilized. 

Markets must be restored. 

Credit must be made available. 

5. Dairy produce must be efficiently produced. 
This program as outlined with these five steps was the 
keynote of the Farm and Home Week at the Wisconsin 
College of Agriculture. 

Ek. M. Clark, Director of Extension for the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of, America, gave an address on 
advertising Holstein milk. Mr. Clark outlined in detail 
the past activities of the National Association in the 
advertisement and sale of Holstein milk. There is no 
question but that the present day demand for high fat 
content milk is doing some harm to the Holstein indus- 
try. On the other hand there is some indication that 
the present craze for deep cream line has run its course 
and that there will be a renewed demand for medium 
fat content milk. 

The farm manager of a large Wisconsin institution 
as just been requested by the doctors of that institu- 
tion to give attention to the production of large quan- 
tities of milk rather than to increasing the test. With 
the medical fraternity in this mood we have every rea- 
son to feel that we may always expect a good market 
for moderate fat content milk. 

Franklin N. Strickland’s article in the February 11 
issue of the Ho!'stein-Friesian World was discussed in 
some length. In this article Mr. Strickland suggests 
that the money for advertising Holstein milk be raised 
through voluntary contributions by the breeders. Those 
present willing to make this donation were asked to 
stand and the result indicated that Mr. Strickland’s 
suggested plan was well regarded by the Holstein 
breeders of Wisconsin. 

One of the high lights of the meeting was the re- 
port on standardization of milk. A year ago at our 
annual meeting a committee composed of A. J. Glover, 
Fort Atkinson, Fred Klussendorf, Waukesha, and Har- 
vey Nelson, Union Grove, was appointed to study this 
problem. The committee spent much time studying 
this matter, contacting leading breeders and department 
of health officers. After summarizing the reports from 
these sources, A. J. Glover, chairman of the committee,, 
brought in a report stating the committee felt a stand- 
ardization law would be a mistake. 

Another matter that aroused great interest was the 
Wisconsin State Fair. Ralph Ammon, manager of the 
State Fair, appeared before the Convention stating that 
the present Governor’s budget does not carry an appro- 
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priation of sufficient size to hold a fair this year. A 
committee consisting of, D. K. Allen, Oshkosh, Chas. 
Brace, Lone Rock and Milton H. Button, was appointed 
to lead the fight for the continuance of the state fair. 
This committee went into immediate action and made 
an appointment with the Joint Finance Committee and 
on February 22, about 75 breeders of the state repre- 
senting the dairy and beef cattle, sheep, swine, horses 
and poultry, appeared before the Finance Committee 
urging the continuance of the State Fair. 

Asher Hobson, Economist with the University of 
Wisconsin, discussed the Farm Allotment Plan. Mr. 
Hobson feels that the plan will be of great harm to 
the dairy industry unless dairy products are included 
in the plan. 

On the second day two great problems confronting 
the dairy industry were discussed. Roy T. Harris from 
the College of Agriculture gave an address entitled, 
“Planning the Future.”’ In his talk Mr. Harris pointed 
out the futility of planning an _ intelligent program 
without a sound testing program. Carl Waldson, Fond 
du Lac, Bernard Dodte, Neillsville and D. K. Allen, 
Oshkosh, all successful breeders, told of their expe- 
riences in building their herd up to its present high 
standard of producing and then outlined their testing 
plans for the future. 

These discussions of practical breeders brought forth 
a great deal of interesting discussion which eventraliv 
ran into the selection of herd sires. A. J. Glover, edi- 
tor of Hoard’s Dairyman, recommended the forming of 
bull rings in Wisconsin similar to those in@other states 
and it is quite probable that the next year will see the 
formation of several of these rings. 

Dr. Walter Wisnicky, State Veterinarian, gave a very 
fine address on the control of various cattle diseases. 
He severely criticized the sale and use of worthless 
quack remedies that are costing the breeders of, Wis- 
consin many thousands of dollars each year. His talk 
was followed by able discussion lead by Paul Widmann, 
Superintendent of the Jefferson County Asylum and 
Glen Householder, Farm Supervisor of State Institu- 
tions. Their discussions developed a large number of 
questions from the floor and a very interesting hour’s 
discussion followed. 

The Mott Resolution whereby a moratorium on pen- 
alty fees was allowed this last year was then discussed. 
The breeders felt that the moratorium had been very 
successful and the State Association was requested to 
bring the matter before the National Association Con- 
vention in Chicago next June, asking that the Mott 
Resolution be continued for 1933. There was some 
discussion as to whether this moratorium should apply 
to the registration of males. Inasmuch as opinion was 
divided on this matter no action was taken. 

It was interesting to know that the famed Wiscon- 
sin Milk Strike was called on the first day of our con- 
vention, and that the Fox River Valley where Oshkosh 
is located was the heart of the milk strike. Members 
of the milk pool asked to appear before the meeting 
but the attitude of the breeders in attendance at the 
convention was distinctly unfavorable to the strike and 
these men were not allowed to appear before the con- 
vention. 

The Resolutions Committee, composed of D. K. 
Allen of Oshkosh, Wm. O’Leary of Honey Creek and 
Earl Ecklund of Green Bay, brought in nine resolutions 
all of which were adopted by the meeting. The first 
put the Wisconsin Association on record as approving 
a tariff on pure bred cattle sufficient to at least equalize 
the difference in exchange. The second opposed the 
passage of Bill No. 578 now pending in the Wisconsin 
Legislature, relative to the inspection of Wisconsim 
dairy farms and copies of this resolution are being sent 
to all members of the Wisconsin Legislature. The third 


condemned the regulation of the New York Department 

of Agriculture relative to Bang Disease control as pre- 

mature, unwarranted and unfair. The fourth, spon- 

sored by the Waukesha County Association, strongly 

favored the adoption of a program of advertising Ho)l- 

stein milk by the National Association in such channels

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Small Iowa Herd

OO many times we hear the average owner of 
| Holsteins state that he could never hope to have 
high producing cows since he has only the limited 
capital of the farm resources and he considers that in- 
sufficient to carry on semi-official testing and herd test 
work, but G. F. Walters and his son Harold are a pair 
of those average farmers who reap their income from 
the soil through good Holsteins and hogs and who state 
that “The average Holstein breeder can make money 
while he is giving his Holsteins an opportunity to make 
the best records of which he is capable.”’ 

Mr. George F. Walters made a down payment on 
his farm and moved out 20 years ago determined to 
make a home, a good living and improve his surround- 
ings on the 120 acres. He tiled the land and spent on 
improvements enough that the cash outlay amounted 
to $400 per acre, paying as he went. 

Seven years ago Mr. Walters decided that while he 
he was taking good care of his Holsteins he might just 
as well have pure breds and not only have the milk but 
the breeding stock for sale. He sold all of his grades 
and replaced them with pure breds, most of them being 
purchased at the Iowa Holstein Breeders State Sale in 
1927. All of these first foundation cows that he pur- 
chased had C. T. A. records proving their ability. Four 
cows averaging approximately 500 lbs. of fat were the 
start of his herd and he topped the list by buying a 
young, good type bull whose two nearest dams averaged 
846 lbs. of fat with a 3.8% test. He paid good prices 
for his foundation stock but he had purchased in order 
to take advantage of years of constructive breeding of- 
fered at public auction. 


The writer of this article in talking with breeders 
throughout the state frequently heard the expression 
‘Walters’ Holsteins,’’ and upon making a visit to their 
farm he found their popularity was justified and the 
history and acomplishments will be interesting and in- 
spiring to all breeders of livestock.

The Walters herd containing some 40 head of pure 
bred Holsteins is located two miles south of Waterloo, 
Iowa, the city which is famous for the Dairy Cattle 
Congress. It is evident that father and son were not 
only lucky in choice of breeding stock but they must 
have had a keen eye for good cattle considering the 
large frames, level rumps and square uddered cows to 
be found in the comfortable and well arranged barn. 

In a study of the herd pedigrees a knowledge of 
good breeding is in evidence.

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Below the Cream Line 


HAT first feature article of ours is worth reading 
I and re-reading by Holstein breeders. We hear so 
much about high test and cream line that it’s 
worthwhile refreshing our memories that 72% of the 
solids of the whole milk is left in the skim milk. As 
Mr. Shortt says, ‘“‘The fat of the milk is gone, but the 
meat of the milk remains. All of the protein for flesh 
and blood-building: all of the lactose for warmth and 
energy, and all of the mineral for bone and_ tooth- 
building and to regulate body processes, remain below 
the cream line in the skim milk.”’ 

Dr. E. V. McCollum, foremost authority on nutri- 
tion, has stated that ‘“‘the skim milk is worth more than 
the cream from the standpoint of nutrition.”” And yet 
the whole emphasis by most retailers is on the cream 
line. Isn’t there something here we should be using! 

As the writer points out also, there is great oppor- 
tunity for the profitable expansion of utilization of skim 
milk on the farms——a situation even more emphatically 
true under existing conditions of low fluid milk prices 
than was the case when this article was written.

N. Y. Directors Endorse Milk Boost 


T HE New York Holstein-Friesian Association directors 

















have endorsed the idea of collecting a special fund 

for advertising Holstein milk as suggested by Prof. 
Strickland in his World article February 11. Follow- 
ing is an extract from the minutes as sent us by Secre- 
tary Brownell: 

Sale of Holstein Milk 
President Chaffee brought up the discussion 

of the Strickland article that appeared in a re- 

cent issue of the world relative to the advertising 

and sale of Holstein milk. Following this dis- 
cussion, it was voted on motion by Carl Wooster 
and seconded by W. D. Brown that the Board of 

Directors are in accord with the sentiment of the 

Strickland article feeling that Holstein milk is 

in need of advertising publicity and heartily in 

accord with promoting of the idea and that the

Few articles we have published have called forth so 
much favorable comment as Prof. Strickland’s discus- 
sion of the need of more aggressive marketing efforts 
for Holstein milk. A number of these comments appear 
in the Round Table section this week. We invite 
further comment and constructive suggestions. Per- 
haps the subject should have a place on the program at 
Chicago in June. 


The Cover 

N our cover this week, we are using a hitherto 
O unpublished picture of King Ormsby Ideal 280526, 

famous senior herd sire in the well known Pleas- 
ant Hill Herd of W. D. Robens & Son, Poland, New 
York. This picture was snapped by the editor of the 
World on May 22, 1932, when King Ormsby Ideal lacked 
but a couple of months of attaining the age of 13 years. 
As the picture indicates, he was running loose in the 
paddock, which covered several acres, which is his home 
both summer and winter. Perhaps this method of 
handling claims in some degree the rugged strength 
and vigor and continued breeding activity of this sire, 
which would do credit to a bull a third of his years. The 
pose was entirely natural and this picture will be of 
very unusual interest to our readers. 

As most World readers know, King Ormsby Ideal has 
more daughters above 800 lbs. fat than any other liv- 
ing sire of the breed, probably of any breed. No less 
than sixteen of his daughters have records in Advanced 
Registry from 800 to 966 lbs. fat. Of this 71 A. R. 
S. O. daughters, 41 have records above 600 lbs. fat and 
of the thirty falling below that mark, 23 were tested in 
Class B or Class C and of the others all except one 
were either two-year-olds or tested for only 305 days 
or less. In other words, of his daughters tested in Class 
A as three-year-olds or older and for the full year, only 
one failed to make 600 Ibs. fat. 

He has been rated as Gold Medal Sire, having 71 
daughters inspected, of which six were rated Excellent, 
19 Very Good, 42 Good and four Fair. His sire, King 
of the Ormsbys, is also a Gold Medal Sire and his dam, 
Emeretta Korndyke De Kol, stood first on the Honor 
List the year she made her record, with 1,077.6 lbs. fat 
from 28,035.7 lbs. milk, average test 3.8%. Incident- 
ally, King Ormsby Ideal is the calf she was carrying at 
the time she completed the above record, he arriving on 
the scene at Winterthur Farms in a little over three 


months after the close of her record. Shortly there- 
after he was selected by Will Robens as his junior herd 
sire, and now, some thirteen years later, he is still. 
according to latest reports, actively on the job as 
Pleasant Hill herd sire. 
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Clarence Henry Eckles 


HE dairy world was shocked to learn of the death on 
I February 13 of Dr. Eckles from complications follow- 
ing an operation for the removal of gall stones. Dr. 
Eckles was a recognized leader in the field of dairy edu- 
cation. Since 1918, he has been chief of the department 
of dairy husbandry of the University of Minnesota, fol- 
lowing nearly eighteen years as professor of dairy hus- 
banry at the University of Missouri where his work as 
an investigator and educator in the dairy field won him 
national and international recognition. Dr. Eckles was 
born on a farm in Marshall County, Iowa, April 1875, 
working his way through Iowa State College from which 
institution he was graduated in 1895. Through the years, 
his studies have covered many of the fundamental prob- 
lems of dairying and breeding and his books “Dairy Cattle 
and Milk Production” and “Dairy Farming’, the latter 
prepared in collaboration with Dr. Warren, are recognized 
as standard text books with Dr. Warren, are recognized 
the practical dairyman. 
Even greater, however, has been his contribution in 
training leaders. In 1930, it is stated that the dairy de- 
partments of fourteen state colleges of agriculture were 
headed by Eckles graduates, and in eleven others, Eckles 
trained men held positions of major responsibility. The 
Eckles Club, composed of former students, has a member- 
ship of over 200, a wonderful tribute to the ability and 
service of this great leader. A few years ago when Suc- 
cessful Farming conducted a ballot of its readers to deter- 
mine the “Ten Master Minds of Dairying” from the stand- 
point of those who had made the greatest contribution 
to the industry, Dr. Eckles ranked third on the list. 
To the bereaved wife, son and daughters will go the 
whole-hearted sympathy of the whole dairy realm.

Editor’s Note: Mr. Mottet raises a question here that is 
bothering many herd owners, judging from the recent corre- 
spondence, i. e., ‘‘Where and how can we get curd-tension tests 
made?” The necessary equipment costs about $70, according 
to our latest information, which is a heavy investment for a 
small retail] business to make. In New Jersey, students in the 
State Agricultural College have made many tests in connection 
with research studies. In New England, Allen Crissey has made 
a number of tests as a matter of service from the Association. 
We have felt that it would be a service that many Holstein 
breeders would appreciate if the state colleges could instruct 
and equip their official test supervisors to do this work where 
desired. It would provide additional employment for the su- 
pervisors and might work in very well all around. The initial 
cost of the necessary equipment, however, might complicate 
the problem right now. We would welcome suggestions, as 
there are evidently many Holstein breeders who would like to 
have their herds tested for curd tension of milk, but who are 
finding difficulty in getting it done within their means. 


MUST ADVERTISE MILK

I have been greatly interested in the articles on ad- 
vertising Holstein milk that have appeared in the last 
few issues of the World, and particularly in the last by 
Dr. Strickland. There is no doubt that if we hope to prog- 
ress any further or even maintain the lead our Holsteins 
now hold, we must advertise Holstein products.

MICHIGAN’S NEW PRESIDENT 
E. P. Reynolds, the new president 
of the Michigan Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation, has operated his 115-acre 
farm near Olivet, Michigan, for the 
past fifteen years. Starting nine 
years ago with the purchase of four 
pure bred Holstein two-year-olds, Mr. 
Reynolds has grown into a herd of 
thirty head. Milk and cream from the 
herd goes to the dining hall of Olivet 
College, sectarian school located in 
the town of Olivet. 


Mr. Reynolds’ herds was in D. H. I. 
A. work for six years, out two years, 
and now in again since last December. 
The average production for the six 
completed D. H. I. A. years is 12,645 lbs. milk, 411.6 Ibs. 
fat. His herd appeared in Vol. 1 of the Red Book with 
an average of 14,084 lbs. milk, 443.2' lbs. fat. 


Farm operations on Maplewood Dairy Farm are all 
pointed toward cow-cuisine—‘Aalfalfa, corn, barley, oats 
for cows—nothing else.”

There are 17 of his daughters in the 
herd, two in milk. 


Mr. Reynolds was born and lived for the first fourteen 
years of his life in a log cabin on a hilly, stony farm not 
farm from his present location. His father when he was 
two years old. His mother carried on the farming and 
held together her family of five, of which Mr. Reynolds 
was the youngest. This courageous mother helped the 
children get all the education possible—Mr. Reynolds 
graduated from Olivet College. He spent twenty years 
in the teaching profession, took two years summer school 
work each at the University of Michigan, Chicago and 
Wisconsin. 





He “went back to the farm” to improve his health and 
to rear his three boys and one girl under the good dis- 
cipline of the farm, near the educational advantages of 
Olivet College.

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NEW YORK ABORTION 
ORDER UPHELD 


On October 1, 1932, the Department of Agriculture and Markets issued an order prohibiting the importation 
into New York State of cattle over six months of age for dairy or breeding purposes unless coming from herds 
| certified by the State or Province of origin as Abortion-free. 

| A careful check-up of shipments of imported animals showed that previous regulations on this subject were 
| entirely inadequate to protect New York’s dairy herds from serious outside infection from Bang’s Abortion 
disease, so that the millions New York State was spending for Bovine Tuberculosis eradication were resulting 
in the bringing in of replacement animals, many of them infected with another disease even more serious in 
its consequences than T. B. 

The State of Wisconsin considered itself aggrieved in the matter because this order had the effect of largely 
cutting off its extensive trade with New York buyers. Accordingly, a test case was brought in Federal District 
Court in the name of Mintz & Mintz Wisconsin cattle dealers, seeking a permanent injunction against the 
application of this Abortion order. The question was one of far-reaching import, involving as it did the right 
of a State to set up regulations governing the health of animals imported from outside its borders. 

The majority opinion of the three Federal Judges who sat in this case confirms the position of New York 
State in this matter and denies the application of the Plaintiffs for a restraining injunction. Circuit Judge 
Augustus N. Hand, who wrote the Opinion, cites the following points: 











The Plaintiffs argued that the order of the New York Commissioner of Agriculture and Markets is in- 
valid because it involves a regulation of shipments in interstate commerce in a field which Congress 
has already occupied. Acts of Feb. 2, 1903 and March 3, 1905 are cited as specific references. Numer- 
ous decisions have been handed down in other states establishing that these are quarantine acts, in- 
tended to control epidemics of varying seriousness and intensity, rather than the day to day inspec- 
tion of cattle transported in interstate commerce under ordinary conditions, and that states are not 
restricted under those acts in the enactment of laws for the inspection of animals coming from other 
states, with the purpose of excluding those which are diseased and admitting those which are healthy. 
The Secretary of Agriculture has declined to establish a system of interstate inspection for the con- 
trol of Bang’s disease. Meanwhile the states have built up departments to do this work and to guard 
the live stock within their borders against infection from imported diseased cattle.| No attempt has 
been made by the Federal Government to check administration by the states, which has now become 
general. On the contrary, such inspection has been welcomed by the Department of Agriculture, and 
relied on as a safeguard to interstate commerce 

A communication from Hon. Arthur M. Hyde, Secretary of Agriculture, was presented in evidence, 

stating that the department is aware that many of the states have issued regulations governing the 

| importation of cattle so as to prevent the introduction of Bang’s disease, and that the department is | 
iY disposed, for the present, to leave the control of this disease with the various states. 

The New York order involves no categorical prohibition of all importation of cattle—only animals that | 
are diseased or may have been exposed to disease. It is admitted that this order could not constitu- 
tionally operate upon cattle certified by Federal inspectors, but no such Federal certificates have been | 

| 











presented, and so have no bearing upon the case so far. 


| The motion for a preliminary injunction should be denied and the bill of complaint dismissed for the 
reason that the Order of the Commissioner of Agriculture and Markets appears to have been validly 
1 | issued pursuant to sections 72 and 74 of the Agriculture and Markets Law of the State of New York 
| under a valid exercise of the police power of that State. The temporary restraining order granted 
to the plaintiff should likewise be vacated. 
It is not the desire or intent of New York State to place any unnecessary restrictions upon trade in dairy 
cattle from outside its borders. Such an attitude would be provincial and short-sighted for a state that has 
| within its confines over 2,000,000 head of dairy cattle, and which stands first among all the states in total of 
pure bred dairy cattle of all breeds. We welcome trade in desirable cattle of known health, but we will 
not countenance the infliction of diseased animals upon New York herd owners. 
The State of New York has paid over $40,000,000 to herd owners of the State as indemnities for tuberculosis 
animals. Many thousands of cattle have been require’ as replacements for those slaughtered. We shall need | 
many thousands more as our tuberculosis eradication is carried forward to a successful conclusion. We do 
insist that New York buyers shall have adequate assurance that these replacement animals imported from 
outside shall be free from Bang’s disease as well as tuberculosis. We sincerely hope that the progressive 
owners in other states, as well as within our own borders, will place themselves in a position to supply the 
certified clean cattle that our trade will require. 
Recognizing the requirements of the pure bred breeding industry in carrying out its program of dairy cattle 
improvement, special permits may be granted by this Department to New York breeders to import registered 
pure bred breeding animals, under suitable quarantine restrictions, where the health status is known, even 
though not originating from certified abortion-free herds. 
| This statement is being published in the breed press so that dairy leaders may be advised authoritatively as 
| to the existing facts and the aims and purposes of New York State in this matter.

Kooistra Nellie Korndyke, famous

An- 
other good one is Carnation Inka Vee- 
man Segis, a granddaughter of Sir 
Inka May, who milked from 90 to 92 
Ibs. a day the first week in February 
us a four-year-old. 


New York State Fair Cattle Com- 
mittee met late in February at 
Syracuse and agreed on a prize list 
schedule for the 1933 fair. The 
Governor’s budget calls for a_ re- 
duction of $20,000 in the state fair 
appropriation. Under this arrange- 
ment, the total cattle prizes were 
reduced approximately $6,000, or 
about 32%. The Holstein classifi- 
cation will have a total of $1,980, 
in cluding the county herd money. 
The county herd prizes for the Hol- 
stein breed is to be limited to eight 
and will offer a first prize of $100, 
second prize $90, third prize $80, 
fourth prize $70, and four addi- 
tional prizes of $50 each. Prizes in 
the individual classes are limited to 
six monies, except in the aged cow 
class, which will carry seven places, 
and five places in the groups. The 
dry two-year-old class will be elimi- 
nated. Exhibitors may show only 
two animals in the single classes, 
and one entry in the groups. 


G. M. Householder, Farm Super- 
visor with Wisconsin Board of Con- 
trol, writes that W. I. S. Sir Fobes

tised in our January 28 issue, has 
been sold to F. B. Luchsinger of 
Cold Springs Farm, Monroe, Wis.

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ELMWOOD LOSES “PRIDE” 


Elmwood Farms, Deerfield, _ IIl., 
report the death of their junior herd 
sire, King Bessie Ormsby Pride, All- 
American senior yearling 1932 and 
one of the most famous sons of 
King Bessie from a dam with 984 
lbs. fat. Concerning his death, Ray 
Arnold of the Elmwood organiza- 
tion writes: 

“He was taken sick suddenly the 
first part of December, his symp- 
toms indicating some kind of poison, 
but in spite of the best medical 
treatment made no progress toward 
recovery. On December 22, Dr. 
Ferguson of Lake Geneva, Wis., who 
had charge of the case, operated 
on him and removed a piece of steel 
wire from his heart. The operation 
seemed to be most successful and 
for a long time it appeared as 
though he were going to make a 
most satisfactory recovery, but the 
wire had carried too much _ infec- 
tion and despite the wonderful fight 
he put up for life and the best medi- 
cal aid, he was unable to fight off 
all this infection and died Friday 
afernoon, February 18. 

“T believe had Pride lived that in 
years to come he would have been 


recognized as one of the _ breed’s 
leading sires, judging from the 
promise of his first offspring. Al- 


though only two years of age when 
he was taken sick he had already 
gotten 83 head safe in calf to his 
services. So far we have had 37 
calves born to him here, have sold 
nine cows bred to him, have bred 
two outside cows, have lost by 
death two cows carrying his calves 
and have 33 cows and heifers still 
in the herd due to his services. 

“His kind are hard to replace and 
it seems a shame that an animal 
with so much future should have 
been taken so early in life.”

In the fall of 1931 Harold picked eight of their best 
cows and started milking them four times a day. He 
ran these eight cows on A. R. S. O. until the last of them 
had completed the year. The cows on test varied in age 
from three to nine years and this group included one 
cow with three quarters. The average production of 
these eight cows according to the final figures an- 
nounced by the advanced registry office were 802.2 lbs. 
fat and 22,379.2 lbs. milk. The results were very grati- 
fying, especially when considering the fact that this was 
Harold’s first experience with official testing work. 

The results on each cow follow: 


Creator Barbetta Korndyke, a 17-year-old, heads the 
list with a yield of 923.4 pounds of fat and 23,415.5 
pounds of milk. She was closely followed by the 6- 
year-old, Wylamyna Tidy Kathleen, who produced 918.3 
pounds of fat and 24,306.4 pounds of milk. Sunnyside 
Creator De Kol, 7-year-old, made 820.6 pounds of fat 
and 23,563.8 pounds of milk. Nudine Alcartra Fay 
made 795.3 pounds of fat and 21,904.6 pounds of milk 
as a 9-year-old on three quarters and also calved in 
time to qualify her for a 10-months’ record. 


As a T7-year-old, Creator Ormsby Skylark produced 
777.8 pounds of fat and 22,147.7 pounds of milk while 
Lucy Cornucopia Blossom, a _ 6-year-old, made 768.1 
pounds of fat and 19,666 pounds of milk. Fayne 
Johanna Lass Bessie, a 5-year-old, topped the group in 
milk yield by producing 25,681.4 pounds and 765 
pounds of fat. A senior 38-year-old, Sadie Prilly Beets 
Homestead, made 666.5 pounds of fat and 18,348.2 
pounds of milk. All of the records were made in Class A. 
The production records are the more sensational when 
we find that at no time was the grain mixture more 
than 14% protein and no individual cow received more 
than 16 lbs. of grain a day. Beet pulp, silaze and blue 
grass pasture made up the succulence and alfalfa hay 
was fed the year round for roughage. 

The Walters are now carrying their herd along on 
two-time milking and are using the herd test plan. 
They maintain that they are making permanent records 
recognized by the breed association at practically the 
same cost as the Dairy Herd Improvement Association. 

It is good small herds similar to this one which 
are the backbone of our great dairy breed.

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NEW LEADERS 
Henry A. Wallace, new Secretary 
of Agriculture in the Roosevelt cab- 
inet, is a well known figure in the 
agricultural field. Born 44 years 
ago on an Iowa farm, he is the 
third generation to serve as editor 
of Wallace’s Farmer. His father, 
Henry C. Wallace, was Secretary of 
Agriculture in the Harding admin- 
istration, and his grandfather, 
Henry, the first, was a member of 
President Theodore Roosevelt’s 
Country Life Commission. The 
present secretary is a recognized 
authority on farm economics and in 
plant breeding work. He is an 
Ames man, class of 1910, and has 
been with the family publication 
since his graduation. 


Henry Morgenthau Jr., new chair- 
man of the Federal Farm Board, 
has been generally expected, in the 
East at least, to be President Roose- 
velt’s choice as Secretary of Agri- 
culture. He, too, is publisher of an 
agricultural paper—the American 
Agriculturist—and brings a dairy- 
slant to the job that Secretary Wal- 
lace may lack. Mr. Morgenthau is 
a breeder of pure bred Holsteins on 
his Fishkill Farms at Hopewell 
Junction, New York, where he 
maintains one of the good herds of 
the state. A recent national record

Montvic Rag Apple Pietje 177627 
C. H. B. has just become the 28th 
Holstein in Canada with over 1,000 
lbs. fat, according to an announce- 
ment just received from Mount Vic- 
toria Farms, Hudson Heighs, Que- 
bec, where she was bred and de- 
veloped. Her figures are given as 
1,043 lbs. fat from 22,980 lbs. milk, 
with an average test of 4.54%, at 
the age of 3 years, 356 days. This 
is the largest record that has been 
reported for a Canadian Holstein 
of any age since November, 1929, 
and the largest in the three-year- 
old class since 1925. In fact her 
record ranks third among all Can- 
adian Holsteins of her age for all 
time and has been exceeded by but 
one senior three-year-old Holstein 
in the United States. 

She started her record on Febru- 
ary 3, 1932, and reached her peak 
production in the month of March, 
in which month’ she _ produced 
2,965.2 lbs. milk containing 130.47 
lbs. fat, an average test of slightly 
over 4%. During June, July and 
August her milk production fell off 
somewhat, but her test went up to 
better than 5% all three months 
and did not fall below 4% in any 
month thereafter.

The date of March 28 is claimed 
by the Army Dairy, Ft.

Formerly known 
as the U. S. D. B. Farm Colony, 
this herd was much in the public 
eye a dozen years ago when Jo- 
hanna Bonheur Champion 2d was 
in his prime and winning grand 
championships all through the 
Middle West.

NEW YORK QUARANTINE ORDER 
UPHELD 


The Federal District Court of Al- 
bany, N. Y., on February 13, handed 
down a decision dismissing the appli- 
cation of Mintz & Mintz, Wisconsin 
cattle dealers, for an _ injunction 
against the enforcement of a state 
embargo on the shipment of dairy 
cattle into New York State except 
from herds certified as being free 
from Bang’s Abortion disease. This 
was really a test case, in which the 
plaintiffs had the active assistance of 
the attorney general’s office of Wis- 
consin. The decision of the three 
judges was not unanimous, the vote 
being two to one in favor of sustain- 
ing New York’s contention. The ma- 
jority opinion calls attention ‘to the 
fact that the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture has declined to set up 
regulations with respect ‘to Bang’s 
disease governing inter-State com- 
merce, and is disposed for the present 
to leave control of the subject with 
the various states. It was pointed 
out that some twenty states already 
have regulations of their own in this 
matter. The Wisconsin Department 
of Agriculture and Markets. we are 
advised, expect to appeal the case to 
the United States Supreme Court for 
final decision. The case has attracted 
wide attention among cattle men and 
enforcement officials throughout the 
country.
